Edwards, it is stated, has been ne- 
gotiating with officials in Washing- 
ton for purchase of the property. 

In the meantime, however, a num- 
ber of Atlantans are attempting to 
have it continued as a military sta- 
tion, favoring the establishment of 
a government hospital. Should the 
camp be sold to manufacturing in- 
terests, however, it is believed that 
euch a move would meet approval. 

The names of corporations, other 
than the automobile company, said 
to be negotiating for the camp 
could not be learned in Atlanta or 
Camp Gordon, owing to the fact all 
such traneactions are handled in 
Washington. 

Captain Locke's Letter. 

“1, It is requested that applica- 
tion of the Georgia Hailway and 
Power company for discontinuance 
of the operation of street car line 
between Oglethorpe university and 
Camp Gordon be disapproved. The 
reasons for this requestare as foi- 
lowe: 

“Including soliders, laborers, 
watchmen, office employees and their 
families, there are not less’ than 
three hundred and ten persons 
~ither living in or employed at Camp 
Gordon. Most of the employees live 
in Atlanta and go to and from work 
by street car. Very few of the fam- 
ilies in camp have their own cars, 
and therefore, the only way they 
can go to and from Atlanta is by 
street car. If this service is dis- 
continued it will work a hardship 
on all concerned. 

“2, At present, it is thought that 
the camp will be sold soon after 
June 30.

Following withdrawal Saturday 
of. George H. Carswell from the 
speakership race of the house of 
representatives, important develop- 
ments in organization of this body 
came Monday night, when it was 
announced that the retiring candi- 
date will be floor leader of the in- 
coming administration and details 
of Governor-elect Thomas W. Hard- 
wick’s thauguration were made pub- 
lic, 

As leader of the Hardwick forces 
in the legislature, all constructive 
and reform measures’ will pass 
through Mr. Carswell’s hands and 
it is also understood that he will 
be named chairman of the appro- 
priations or ways and means com- 
mittee, or will, head a finance com- 
mittee formed from a combination 
of these other two bodies. 

Since financial legislation will be 
the most important subject before 
the general assembly this summer, 
the administration floor leader’s du- 
ties will be unusually important, 
responsibility of the paSsgage of 
proposed measures devolving to a 
large extent upon this official, Mr. 
Carswell will assume his new du- 
ties With four consecutive years of 
experience on appropriation com- 
mittees. For two years he served 
on the senate committee and held 
a similar position in the house for 
the same period. 

Inaugural Plans. 

While it has been known for sev- 
era] weeks that plang for holding 
the inaugural ceremonies out of 
doors were 
was officially announced last night 
that this program will be followed.

Although the hour of the inaugu- 
ration on June 25 has not been an- 
nounced, it is presumed that the 
cuetomary noon hour will be fol- 
lowed this year. The stand at the 
capitol will be decorated and a band 
will head the inaugural parade. 

No forecast of Mr. Hardwick’s 
inaugural address has been obtain- 
ed, but it is known that it will 
be in the nature of a reiteration—of

Washington, June 6.—President 
Harding has called on the people of 
the United States to contribute to 
the Red Cross to relieve the suffer- 
ing in the Pueblo flood district. “ 

In a public statement Monday the 
president said: 

“To the People of the United 
States: Overwhelming disaster has 
come upon the people of Pueblo and 
the surrounding country. Realiza- 
tion of their suffering now and in 
the days to come prompts me to is- 
sue an urgent request to all whose 
Sympathies are awakened, to assist 
the labors of the American Red 
Cross, which has quickly organized 
to deal with the great need and will 
stand by until homes and home life 
can be re-established. 

“Contributions may be sent at 
once through the office of any chap- 
ter or directly to Red Cross head- 
quarters at Washington, for use in 
the stricken territory.” 

Pueblo authorities, in a telegram 
to Representative Hardy, of Colo- 
rado, ask an appropriation of 
$5,000,000 to repair tne levee of the 
Fountain and Colorado rivers. The 
telegram asked that $2,000,000 be 
made available iffimediately for use 
in recovering bodies buried in the 
flooded area. 


GOVERNOR ASKS 
TWENTY MILLION. 

Pueblo, Colo., June 6.—Governor 
Shoup today asked the United States 
gOvernment to place $20,000,000 at 
the command of the state for use in 
flood relief. 

The governor’s request was con- 
tained in a telegram to United 
States Senators Phipps and Nichol- 
son, of Colorado, at Washington.

Complete Text of Councilmanic 
Bunco Investigating Committee

The full text of the report of 
investigating 
committee subiaitted Monday aft- 
ernoon to council in which is em- 
bodied the findings of the commit- 
tee after a seven-weeks’ probe of 
Atlanta's bunso syndicate, the po- 
lice and detective departments and 
city officials and prominent citi- 
zens, follows: 


councilmanic 


To the Mayor and General Coun- 
cil of the City of Atlanta: 
We, a majority of your com- 

mittee, appointed to investigate 
the charges made by the solic- 
itor-general and grand jurors of 
this judicial circuit against the 
police and detective depart- 
ments, report as follows: 


General Recommendations. 


We find that the police 
and detective depart- 
ments of the city of Atlanta, 
have been seething with politics 
for some time, and that this is 
detrimental to the service of the 
departments, and in order to re- 
move so far a8 possible, politics 
from these departments, we ree- 
mend that the police board of 
the city of Atlanta be abolished 
in acccrdance with a previous 
resolution passed by your hon- 
orable body, and that a charter 
amendment to this effect be re- 
quested of the present legisla- 
ture. 

We further recommend that 
the police department be under 
the immediate control and su- 
pervision of a cuiecr OF police, 
and that the chlef of police may 
be elected from applicants from 
without or within the ranks 
of the police department as 
council may sée fit. 

We further recommend that 
the department known as tne 
detective department be abol- 
ished, and that there be only 
one department—that of the po- 
lice department; and that the 
chief of police be empowered to 
detail men from the police de- 
partment to work in citizens’ 
clothes whenever necessary. 

Assistant Chief. 

We further recommend that 
there be one assistant chief of 
police, and that the assistant 
chief of police be elected by 
police committee upon recom- 
mendation of chief of police, 
and that he shall be in charge 
of the police department in the 
absence of the chief of police, 
and that he shall be on duty 
when the chief of police is off 
duty. 

We further recommend that 
all captains, lieutenants and 
sergeants of police, pe selected 
from the ranks vf the police de- 
partment, and that these offi- 
cials should be selected on mer- 
it cfs of service rendered, 
and should be elected by the po- 
lice committee of council upon 
recommendation of the chief of 
police, as well as all patroimen 
in the police department. 

We find that the practice of 
permitting defendants in the re- 
corder’s court to put up cash 
bond and forfeit the same, 
should be discontinued, and 
that all cases should be heard 
by the recorder, and if found 
gullty, fined, and if not guilty, 
released, and the practice of 


permitting an arresting officer 
to assess bond and then permit 


| 


the defendant to go without 
trial and let the bond bea for- 
feited, is not the proper practice 
in any court, 

We recommend that the rules 
permitting officers to recelve 
rewards be abolished, and that 
all rewards -shall be paid into 
the city treasury. iy 

Favor Substations, 

We recommend that three po- 
lice substations be erected in 
different parts of the city so 
as to distribute the men in dif- 
ferent parts of the city,,and so 
as to make it more convenient 
for the men and public to com- 
municate with the nolice depart- 
ment, and we believe that this 
would expedite the enforcement 
of the criminal laws. 

Our investigation revealed the 
fact that no modern and up-to- 
date system of filing is installed 
at police headquarters, and we 
recommend that an up-to-date 
system of filing be installed and 
that all records of every kind 
be preserved, 

Our investigation further re- 
vealed that the police. depart- 
ment did not have an up-to- 
date system of identification, 
and we recommend that such a 
system be installed at police 
headquarters. ' 

In addition to the investiga- 
tion which your committee has 
made in public, we have made 
a diligent private investigation 
into the police and detective de- 
partments and it is our opin- 
ion that the civil service sys- 
tem in the police department is 
not to the best interest of the 
city; and we believe that ail of 
the patrolmen and officers of 
the police department should be 
re-elected at intervals so as to 
check them up in their con- 
duct. 

We further recommen: that 
the fee system in the criminal 
courts be abolished, and that 
all county. officers be placed up- 
on a salary instead of the pres- 
ent fee syetem. 

Fee System. 


We further recommend that the 


prohibition law which provides 
for officers making seizures of 
automobiles used in transport- 
ing whisky, be amended 80 as 
to repeal that part of she same 
which permits officers who are 
working for the city on a e6al- 
ary to receive a part of the ;ro- 
ceeds of the condemned prop- 
erty,. and that instead thereot, 
the same be paid into the city 
treasury. 

That the police force should 


be paid a living wage, and with” 


the rewards paid into the city 
treasury. an increase in their 
pay could easily be made. 

Specie Hecom dations. 

We believe that Chief of Po- 
lice James L. Beavers is an up- 
right Christian gentleman, and 
that we do not question h'e 
honesty of purpose and integri- 
ty. but the evidence developed 
in the investigation convinces 
us that he is not a competent 
chief of police, and ihat he has 
not kept in- touch with the af- 
fairs of the police department 
as he should and we, therefore, 
find that he is :nedsmpetert as 
chief of police. 

We believe that Chief of De- 
tectives A. Lamar Poole has 


been negligent in the discharge 
of his duties, and that the de- 
tective department has not co- 
operated as it should with the 
police department. We find 
that there Is friction between 
a large number of men in the 
police department and a num- 
ber of men in the detective de- 
partment, and that under the 
evidence, Chief of Detectives 
A. Lamar Poole has beén guilty 
of incompetency, and besides he 
has been very indlwcreet in his 
association with Floyd P. Wood- 
ward, whom the evidence dis- 
closes to have been chief of the 
gamblers and confidence men 
who operated In Atlanta. 
Poole’s Conduct. 

We further find that the con- 
duct of the chief of detectives 
in reducing bonds of gamblers 
was such conduct as Was unbe- 
coming an officer of the detec- 
tive department, especially since 
the evidence discloses that in 
most every case of this charac- 
ter Floyd P. Woodward ani his 
attorney handled the case. 

We further find that there was 
@perated for some time in the 
city of Atlanta, places where 
whisky was sold and handled 
openly. One of these places 
was operated for about two 
years under the Washington 
Street viaduct just of of De- 
catur street and witnin a block 
and a half of the poilce sta- 
tiov. That this place Was re- 
peatedly reported to both Chief 
Beavers and Chief Voole, and 
was a notorious whisky joint. 
Another place was operated on 
Mitchell street and a number 
of the police and detectives fre- 
quented this place where they 
Obtained their meals at a dis- 
count. Another place was op- 
reated on Martin street, and 
stl others on Peters street, and

REPORT UNEXPECTED 
BY POLICE BACKERS 


Hope Key Will Veto 
Council Ratification—If 
Not, Will Rely Upon 
Police Board. 


When police department officials 
realized Monday afternoon that the 
special investigating committee of 
city council] had gone farther in 
denouncing police incompetence and 
had recommended remedies more 
drastic than those suggested. by 
three grand juries and Solicitor- 
General Boykin, plans were im- 
mediately laid to wage a bitter no- 
litical fight to preserve the present 
police arganization, even if it is 
found impgssibie to obtain the coun- 
cilmanic “whitewashing” that the 
department officials and the'r 1ro- 
litical allies so confidently expected. 
And the fight began to bring 
pressure to bear on council to pre- 
vent favorable action on the com- 
mittee report when it Is voted on 
in two weeks. 

The sweeping nature of the spe- 
cial committee’s recommendations, 
the fact that the committse had 
not paused with sustaining the 
grand jury recommendations, but 
had advocated a shakeup of the de- 
partment that would remove even 
Chief Beavers, who had hitherto 
escaped direct charges, was appar: 
ently a body blow to the pvulice 
faction. 

Had Expressed 
Utmbdst Confidence. 

Throughout: the seven weeks of 
the committee’s investigation. they 
had expressed the utmost confidence 
that the findings would carry noth- 
ing more serious than a general 
declaration that the police had been 
hampered by politics on the police 
board, and that a recommendation 
for the abolishing of thie board 
would be toothless, 

But when the findings of four of 
the five members of the committee 
were read, they discovered that the 
investigation had not only corrobo- 
rated the general charges made by 
the solicitor-general, but had made 
specific recommendations for the fu- 
ture conduct of the force that would 
leave nothing more than a mere 
trace of the present organization.

The police had believed that when 
the charges of the grand juries and 
Solicitor-General Boykin were 
brought before a committee of coun- 
cil that they would be able to bring 
about a complete whitewashing. A 
report diametrically opposite to this 
had been the last thing expected. 


Ratification 
Was Expected. 


A majority of council Monday 
would have voted for the ratifica- 
tion of the report. At least sev- 
enteen members—a majority—are 
outspokenly in favor of it. 


Chief Beavers, Chief Poole and 
police commissioners allied with 
them are far from being through 
With the fight. If council ratifies 
such report, friends of the police 
declare that the mayor will veto 
any such findings. The mayor is 
Silent on the subject. He says he 
will announce his attitude when the 
matter reaches him officially—if it 
reaches him. 

Should the mayor veto the find- 
ings, a two-thirds vote of council 
would be necessary to ratify them 
over his veto. This, friends of the 
police say, is impossbile. In any 
event, they assert, the matter, imits 
finality, would have to be thrashed 
out in the police board, where the 
police are supposed to be firmly en- 
trenched. 

On the other hand, those who have 
fought for a change in system in 
the police department, those who 
have believed all along that the 
force must be reorganized from top 
to bottom, maintain that.whatever 
action the: mayor or the police 
board may take, the issue is now 
squarely before the people, and po- 
lice reorganized is ultimately in- 
evitable. 


May Attack 
Methods. 


It was intimated Monday after- 
noon that the police were far from 
abandoning their original plan of 
defense, which was an attack on 
the methods of Solicitor-General 
Boykin. 

In his summing up to the investi- 
gating committee, Eugene R. Black, 
who conducted the prosecution of 
the police so brilliantly, declared: 
“This defense is as old as organized 
police departments. The minute a 
policeman goes under fire he tries 
to protect himself by a smoke 
screen. He tries to divert atten- 
tion from his own shortcomings by 
calling attention to the shortcom- 
ings of someone else.”’ 

And so Monday afternoon as Chief 
Poole was leaving the city hall 
with a throng of friends, a man 
prominent in his counsels made the 
Geclaration: “They are a long way 
from their goal yet. John Boykin 
will yet live to regret the day he 
started this business.” 

This conversation lends color to a 
report current for several weeks 
that as soon as the investigation 
was completed, Aldine Chambers, 
who has been the unofficial adviser 
of the police throughout the contro- 
versy, would institute proceedings 
before the county commission for 
an accounting by Solicitor-General 
Boykin om cases of forfeited bonds, 
which, it is claimed, he had settled 
for amounts less than the face of 
the bonds. 


Sealed 


Indictments. 

On the other hand, there ifs a 
shrewd suspicion that the solicitor- 
general will not remain inactive for 
many weeks. There are a number 
of sealed indictments in superior 
court. Those indictments, the in- 
formed say, will cause a further 
sensation in police circles. It is de- 
clared that the solicitor-general has 
kept them secret for these weeks, 
out of consideration for the delib- 
erations of the investigating com- 
mittee. 

Whether they will remain a secret 
while the report is being threshed 
out in council is another question. 
In all the discussion of the situa- 
tion, no one has vet come forward 
br behalf of the police board. Coun- 
cilman Couch. in his minority report. 
eoncurred with the majoritv in its 
fepunciation of the commission 
e-d its methods. His renert jie thet 
all the shortcomings of the police 
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can be traced to interference by 
members of the board. 

In the meantime speculation is 
rife as to who will be the head of 
Atlanta’s police department in case 
all the recommendations of the com- 
mittee are sustained by the various 
pomion before which they will have 
0 go. ’ 

Friends of Chief Beavers assert 
that with a new deal, he would 
have sufficient political strength to 
be elected by council They main- 
tain that he has suffered from 


present conditions, but has the con-/ 


fidence of the people of Atlanta suf- 
ficiently to warrant his being given 
a trial under a new. regime. 

Onthe other hand there is a dis- 
position for a new deal all around. 
This was plainly intimated in the 
recommendation of the committee 
thata new chief of police be chosen 
either from within or without the 
present organization.

70 FIRE MENACE 


Harding’s Proclamation 
of Forest Protection 
Week Meets Hearty Re- 
sponse. 


BY W. B. GREELEY.

(Written for the United News.) 
Washington, June 6.—As the fire 

season already has begun on many 
of America’s national forests, it is 
timely to point out the increasing 
need of fire prevention. 

Fortunately the American people 
are awakening to the growing men- 
ace of forest fires, and President 
Harding’s recent action in proclaim- 
ing forest protection week met with 
widespread response. 

But the time has come when ef- 
fective action must be added to pop- 
ular sentiment. The forest fire 
problem is one which requires con- 
certed action by the federal and 
state governments. Today through 
co-operation by twenty-five states 
with the forest service, 175,000,000 
acres of the country’s principal tim- 
ber regions are under some form of 
fire protection. But fourteen other 
states, with a total of over 110,- 
000,000 acres of forest land, have 
done little or nothing. 

Congress this year increased the 
appropriation for fire protection of 
forested water sheds of navigable 
streams from $125,000 to $480,000. 
With these additional] funds much 
more effective and widespread co- 
operation with states snould take 
plac before such financial assistance 
can be secured, however. It is nec- 
essary for state legislatures to pass 
laws and make appropriations for 
the protection of their timper one. 

The fact that 80 per cent of the 
160,000 forest fires that occurred in 
the United States during the past 
five years were due to human agen- 
cies is proof that both public edu- 
cation and strict fire laws are need- 
ed to stop the destruction. 

The magnitude of he adea burn- 
ed over by these forest fires, which 
totals 56,488,000 acres, is startling. 
It represents an area greater than 
that occupied by the states of Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. The money loss 
exceeded $83,000,000.

In Midst of Flood 


Pueblo, Colo., June 6.—A graphic 
description of the plight of passen- 
gers caught by the flood on the 
Missouri Pacifie and Denver and Rio 
Grande tracks during the flood here 
Friday night, was given today by 
Mrs. Ruby Ellis, of Wichita, Kan., 
who was imprisoned in an overturn- 
ed Pullman coach with her 9-year- 
old daughter for more than four 
hours. 

“We were in the car next to the 
engine, and the train was pulied 
out of the station yard to a point 
near the river,” said Mrs. Ellis. “The 
scar turned over gradually onto its 
right side, as the water rushed un-. 
der the bottom. 

“My little daughter, Mildred Mary, 
and I were thrown to the bottom 
of the car into the water. I strug- 
gied to the surface and found mat- 
tresfres and bedding over me. Then 
I found my little girl and pulled ner 
to the top of the car, which was not 


the rods of the upper- berth and 
held onto the rods on the other side 
of the car. 

“The water rose rapidly until it 
had reached my chin. My little girl 
was clinging to my neck. Fortunate- 
ly the ventilator: windows were 
opened and we were able to breath 
freely. 

“T had given up hope of life when 
the water came to my chin. Mildred 
Mary had not cried nor complained 
up to this time, and she asked: 
‘What shall I do, mother?” and I 
told her to pray. . 

“Then she repeated 
over, ‘Jesus, T trust you.’ 

“It seemed only a few minutes 
then until the water began to re- 
cede. We made our way to the end 
of the car, where some women in 
the train had broken a window and 
were helped to the side of the coach 
by the rescne party.” 

Rescue parties were able to reach 
the overturned trains today and 
searched through all cars, it was 
ennounced. 

Passengers who escaped from the 
trains were in the yards today in 
efforts to find their baggage. Some 
were successful, but most. searched 
in vain.

Councilman Ashley told council 
that however meritorious the propo- 
Sition might be he could not bring 
himself to vote for the expenditure 
it would require, when the city is 
in such financial straits that the 
finance committee preparing for the 
June sheet, found itself unable to 
appropriate any money to repair 
holes in the pavements, and when 
the public schools are faced with 
closing this fall. 

Council heard his speech and 
voted to table the paper on his 
motion. Later in the session Coun- 
cilman Nutting moved to re-consid- 
er and in discusing the motion stat- 
ed that enhanced taxable values 
on West Peachtree when the project 
is completed, would pay for the im- 
provement within two years’ time. 
He predicted that real estate values 
on the portion to be widened would 
be increased $100 a front foot. Mr. 
Nutting’s argument won over Mr. 
Ashley's and the resolution’ was 
adopted. 

Council, however, approved the 
recommendation or the finance com- 
mittee that the special appropria- 
tion of $5,000 to start the project 
be held up pending action of the 
Georgia legislature on the proposed 
increase of the city’s ad valorem 
tax rate to $1.50. 

It is the plan to widen West 
Peachtree ten feet on the west side 
between Hunnicutt and Tenth street 
and ten feet on the east side be- 
tween Porter place and West Peach- 
tree place, a total distance of ap- 
proximately 10,000 lineal feet. Deeds 
covering the necassary strips have 
been signed by property owners of 
about 8,000 feet of the part to be 
widened. 

The project already had the ap- 
proval of the finance committee and 
the street committee. The widen- 
ing is being pushed by a large num- 
ber of property owners and citizens 
on the street.

The evidence of Mr. Smith was 


» that he gave this money to 


his brother-in-law for safe 
keeping and that he took no 
receipt or note for the same, 
and that all payments’ were 
made in cash. as he did not 
have any bank account. (See 
transcript of evidence, page 
1243.) 

It was further developed in 
the evidence that Mr. Smith did 
have a bank account; one with 
the Flanagan Banking company 
at Auburn, Ga. and another 
with a bank at Winder, Ga., and 
that he made small deposits dur- 
ing the years he claims to have 
given this money to his brother- 
in-law for safe keeping. 

We do not believe the evi- 
dence, of Mr. Smith, and, there- 
fore, the amount of money de- 
posited by Mr. Payne is not ac- 
counted for except by his own 
evidence and the evidence of his 
partner who claims that a small 
amount was earned by Payne in 
recovering rewards and in op- 
erating an automobile, but the 
amount of money which he 
claims to have earned in these 
different ways, would not be 
sufficient to cover the amounts 
represented by his bank ac- 
counts, but on the _ contrary, 
there is a very wide difference. 


Charge is True. 


Without any further explana- 
tion as to the bank accounts 
and the safety deposit box of 
Mr. Payné, we are forced to the 
conclusion that the charge of 
graft made against him is true. 

As to Mr. Paul West, the 
partner of Mr. Payne, we do not 
find any evidence of graft upon 
his part. 
closes, however, that on the 
15th day of February, 1919, he 
borrowed from Mr. Payne, 
$1,200, and that on June 19, 1920, 
he paid back this sum with in- 
terest, making a total of $1,296. 
This payment, however, could 
have been made from funds re- 
ceived legitimately by Mr. West, 
and on the charge of graft your 
committee exonerates him, but 
on the charge of incompetency, 
We believe him to be guilty un- 
der the evidence disclosed in 
this investigation. 


Lieutenant T. D. Shaw. 


* The evidence against Lieuten- 
ant Shaw discloses that in June,

The evidence shows that 
Lieutenant Shaw was in charge 
of the raid and accompanied 
two of the victims and other 
parties to 25 West Peachtree 
street, where these two vic- 
tims had been fleeced. That af- 
ter he had been shown this 
building and had gone through 
it, he was unable to find the 
room or rooms which had been 
occupied by these confidence 
men. It can not be said that 
the rooms were not at. that 
time equipped for the confi- 
dence men’s game, for on the 
following day, a raid was made 
on the same building by. the 
solicitor general and the para- 
phernalia was found in the off-. 
ces in this building where the 
detectives, under the direction 
and supervision of Lieutenant 
Shaw, had been.the day  be- 
fore. 

There was some dispute as to 
whether or not the detectives 
had gone to the third floor where 
these offices were located, 
Messrs. Lamar and Holley 
claiming that they only went 
to the second floor. The of- 
ficers and other witnesses 
claimed they not only went to 
the second floor, but also to 
the third floor. 

If they went to the third floor 
and did not find the offices, 


Lieutenant Shaw and his men 


who were with who were with 
him would be more incompetent 
than if they had only gone to 
the second floor. For these and 
other reasons appearing in the 
investigation reported by the 
evidence, we,find that Lieuten- 
ant Shaw Has been incompe- 
tent. 

Detectives O. R. Jones and R. E. 

Whatley. 

As to these officers, the rec- 
ord shows that they were de- 
tailed to answer the call made 
by Messrs. Holley and Lamar at 
the time Abe Powers was ara- 
rested. It appears from the 
evidence that Messrs. Holley 
and Lamar were stopping atthe 
Piedmont hotel and that they 
explained to these two officers 
that they had been fleeced out 
of $11,000 and that they were 
strangers in this city and that 
the man who fleeced them call- 
ed over the telephone while 
in the room talking to Holley 
and Lamar. That Holley and 
Lamar -told these officers that 
this was the man who fleeced 
them, and that he had just call- 
ed over the ’phone and that he 
was to meet them on Luckie 
street near the Y. M. ‘ey 
building, about two or three 
blocks distance from where they 
were. That Holley and Lamar 
thought that the officers were 
z0ing to follow them to the 
place where they were to meet 
the man who had fleeced them 
and arrest him. 

The officers claim that they 
were not to follow these 
strangers and arrest the confi- 
dence man who had fleeced 
them. They claim that they ad- 
vised Holley and Lamar, the 
Strangers, how to arrest the 
crook, and that they left them 
to do the best they could, and 
the officers returned to the po- 
lice station and detectives Jones 
thereafter went to Camp Gor- 
don. 

We cannot reconcile this kind 
of advise and conduct with that 
of an efficient and conscientious 
officer, whose aim and purpose 


' it is to arrest criminals and 


break up gambling. 
Advice of Officers. 

These officers advised these 
strangers who were in our city, 
that they should make the ar- 
rest themselves, or steer - the 
shrewd confidence man to a 
traffic officer and have the 
traffic officer arrest him. That 
if they could not steer him to 
an officer, to steer him in the 
vicinity of a number of people 
who should happen to be on 
the street and grab him and 
hollow, robber! murder! 

We cannot agree that this 
kind of advice and conduct up- 
on the part of these officers 
was given with the belief that 
it was the best and proper 
thing to do. These strangers 
could have been murdered by 
the crook they were advised to 
arrest and the crook could pos- 
sibly have escaped: 

We think that the officers 
Should have at least secreted 
themselves within the vicinity 
of the meeting place and have 
protected these strangers 
against any effort the crook 
should have made to have got- 
ten away. 

Under the evidence as to the 
conduct of Messrs. Jones and 
Whatley, we are forced to but 
one conclusion, and that is, 
gross incompetency upon their 
part. 

Lieutenant R. L. Waggoner and 

: Detective E. L. Arthur.

prior to December, 1919, John 
H. Strosneider was indicted by 
the Fulton county grand jury. 
That this indictment gave John 
H. Strosneider the following

On December 4, 1919, Floyd 
Woodward wrote:a letter to 
Mr. Tom DeFoe, addressed to 
Chicago, Ill., in which he men- 
tioned that Mitchell, who was 
the prosecutor of Strosneider, 
was. in Atlanta with a supposed 
Chicago detective, getting evi- 
dence to identify Strosneider as 
being the man who was in At- 
lanta on the 24th day of Octo- 
ber, 1919, and having fleeced 
Arthur J. Mitchell out of the 
sum of $10,000. 

On November 22, 1919, Floyd 
Woodward sent a telegram to 
DeFoe, Room 229, Railway Ex- 
change building, Chicago, I11., in 
which he stated, among other 
things, the following: “Think 
can send lieutenant of police 
there to show money was lost 
gambling, which will show lar- 
ceny after trust indictment was 
falsely obtained to make charge 
of felony to get extradition. 
Please deliver this to Strosneid- 
er; let him confer with his at- 
torney. Address Me No. 591-2 
Cone street. — Floyd Wood- 
ward.” 

Attorney Comes Here. 

That soon after this an at- 
torney, by the name of Charles 
H. Soelke, came to Atlanta as 
representing Strosneider. When 
he got here he met Woodward, 
and Woodward told him that a 
detective by the name of Wag- 
goner had sent out a telegram 
at the request of Mr. Mitchell, 
while Mitchell was in Atlanta, 
containing a full description of 
Strosneider, as furnished by 
Mitchell, and the telegram stat- 
ed that Strosneider had a miss- 
ing thumb. Mr. Soelke also tes- 
tified that Woodward told him 
that there was another detective 
in the city by the name of 
Arthur who overheard Mitchell 
furnish the same description of 
this man  Strosneider. Soelke 
further stated that he told 
Woodward that the clerk from 
the Piedmont hotel and one of 
the maids had attempted to 
identify Strosneider. The clerk’s 
name was Tucker, and the 
maid’s name was7 Lenhard. 
Woodward directed me to the 
police station to find Waggoner 
and Arthur. I went there and 
neither of these gentlemen were 
in at the time. Woodward also 
gave me the telephone number 
as a means of reaching Chief 
of Detectives Poole. After mak- 
ing several efforts to see Wag- 
gzgoner and Arthur Soelke testi- 
fied that he asked Woodward as 
to their whereabouts, and he 
stated that they were out on 
furlough. 

Soelke, being anxious to re- 
turn to Chicago, so informed 
Woodward, and Woodward told 
him to go on and he would se- 
cure affidavits from Waggoner 
and Arthur and mail to them 
later. The affidavits were re- 
ceived later, accompanied by 
letter from J. O. Ewing, dated 
December 27, 1919. In the let- 
ter which accompanied these af- 
fidavits Ewing stated that he 
didn’t think that Mr. SoelkKe 
would want to use the affidavit 
of Arthur, as he was leaning to- 
ward Mitchell in the matter. 
He also stated that Waggoner’s 
affidavit is very strong, and 
that Waggoner was lieutenant 
of police. These affidavits were 
sworn to on December 27, 1919 

Waggoner’s Affidavit. 

The affidavit of Mr. Waggon- 
er not only gives a copy of the 
telegram, but it also seeks to 
impeach Tucker, the clerk at the 
Piedmont hotel, and who had 
gone to Chicago to identify 
Strosneider. (These affidavits 
are on Pages. 437-438 of the of- 
ficial record of the evidence as 
transcribed in this investiga- 
tion.) 

It: seems from the foregoing, 
that Woodward was conferring 
with Lieutenant Waggoner 
about this matter for more than 
a month before he made the af- 
fidavit. and that Waggoner 
was giving him what informa- 
tion he could, and that he later 
made the affidavit to prevent 
Strossneider from being brought 
back to Atlanta. and that Wood- 
ward -had previously predicted 
that he would make such an af- 
fida ym. 

The conduct of Lieutenant 
Waggoner in this matter was 
not proper, and he should not 
have given information to Floyd 
Woodward and conferred with 
him in an effort to defeat the 
requisition papers which he 
knew his brother officer had 
caused to be issued. He should 
have. conferred with the officer 
who was going after the fugi- 


Willson. 


_tive, and if he was not the man 


wanted, advised against send- 
ing for him. 

Deore is no doubt in our 
minds that the ‘man who was 
arrested in Chicago as Stros- 
sneider was the same man who 
fleeced Mitchell in Atlanta and 
who Floyd P. Woodward wrote 
and wired under the name of 
DeFoe in Chicago after the in- 
dictment was returned by the 
Fulton county grand jury. In 
support of this, Woodward, in 
his letter to DeFoe, forgot him- 
self and said he did not think 
the authorities “will send after 

ou.” 
< We do not believe that it is 
proper for officers to confer 
with the other side and advise 
them of facts about a case their 
hrother officers are working on. 
The officers should pull to- 
gether and not against one an- 
other. 

Found Incompetent. 

We, therefore, find that 
Lieutenant R. L. Waggoner anda 
Detective E. L. Arthur, are in- 
competent and have demonstrat- 
ed that they were entirely too 
close to Floyd P. Woodward 
and his attorney. 

It is claimed that these affi- 
davits did not affect the case 
and that the requisition papers 
were denied by the’ governor of 
Illinois upon an entirely — dif- 
ferent ground. While this may 
be true, it does not alter the 
proposition that these, officers 
must have intended the affida- 
vits to help keep the fugitive 
away; they were doing what 
they could to keep him from be- 
ing brought here for trial, and 
they were acting at the instance 
of the head of the gamblérs and 
confidence men in Atlanta. Chief 
of Detectives Poole testified 
himself that Lieutenant Wage- 
goner went too far in his affi- 
davit, yet Chief Poole lent col- 
or to the same by making a 
supporting affidavit. 

Sergeant L. F. (Nicx) Carter. 

We do not believe that Chief 
Beavers used good judgment in 
recommending that Officer Car- 
ter be re-instated after he had 
been tried, found guilty and 
discharged from the police force 
on a charge of handling whisky 
while on duty at the Terminal 
station. He gave as his excuse 
for recommending that this of- 
ficer be reinstated, that he later 
discovered that Officers Rosser 
and Davis, who caught Carter 
handling whisky, had framed up 
on Officer Carter. If this was 
true, Chief Beavers demonstrat- 
ed his absolute incompetency 
in not discharging from the 
force the officers who had thus 
framed up a charge on a broth- 
er officer. Chief Beaveis aid 
not recommend the discharge of 
the men who caught Carter, but 
on the contrary, one of the offi- 
cers who made the case against 
Carter is still on the _ police 
force, 

We cannot reconcile the evi- 
dence of Chief Beavers to the 
effect that Rosser and Davis 
framed up on Carter with his 
conduct in permitting Rosser 
and Davis to continue on the 
force. 

Counctiman Al H. Martin. 

An attempt was made to prove 
that Mr. Martin had been deal- 
ing in whisky. The principal 
avidence against him was that 
of a witness named Henry 
Smith, who testified that he sold 
Mr. Martin whisky on numer- 
ous occasions from along in the 
year 1919 to November, 1920. 

The evidence of this witness, 
Henry Smith. in our opinions, 
Was successfully impeached by 
showtng his bad character. A 
man named Frank Johnson also 


: testified to liquor having been in 


Mr. Martin’s place on at least one 
occasion. It developed that Mr. ° 
Johnson worked for Mr. Maftin 
and that he had been: discharg- 
ed. It also developed that’ Mr. 
Johnson had been previously 
convicted of burglary and larce- 
ny, and it further appeared from 
Mr. Johnson's evidence, that 
when this whisky was brought 
to Mr. Martin’s place that Mr. 
Martin was not there. 


The only corrovorating evi- 
dence of Henry Smith, who tes- 
tified that he sold Mr. Martin 
whisky, was that of Mr. W. P., 
Middlebrooks, and while Middle- 
brooks’ evidence corroborates to 
a certain extent, we do not be- 
lieve that it corroborates suffi- 
ciently, because Middlebrooks 
Was unable to say that liquor 
was delivered to Mr. Martin. 

As to this charge against 
Councilman Martin, we find that 
the evidence is not sufficient to 
sustain it, and that if the solici- 
tor-general has, or can obtain, 
any other corroborating’. evi- 
dence, he should place the same 
before the grand jury and obtain 
an indictment, and upon the trial 
of the case, all of the facts could 
be developed. 


Seven Weeks’ Session. 


Your committee was in session 
from three to four hours a day 
for a period of about seyen 
weeks. While we heard a lot of 
evidence, and while a lot of this 
evidence points to incompetency 
in many cases and connivance in 
a few, we could have continued 
hearing eVidence along the same 
lines for probably six weeks lon- 
ger and then not have finished. 
But we feel that enough evi- 
dence has been introdyced to 
prove the charges that have been 
made in many inStances and to 
support the recommendations 
and findings we herein make. 

An investigation of this kind 
is most expensive to the city and 
laborious and tiresome to the 
members of a committee, and we 
feel that the present grand jury 
and evén grand juries yet to be 
empanelled, will investigate the 
individual conduct of a large 
number of the members of the 
police and detective force. 

It is most difficult to obtain 
evidence and secure witnesses 
who are willing to-testify in an 
investigation of this kind and 
against officers who are then 
empowered with authority to 
arrest. 

Some of the members of your 
committee made personal inves- 
tigations into the whisky traf- 
fic in Atlanta and they went in 
a body on one occasion to West 
Mitchell street and stopped 
between Broad and _ Forsyth 
streets, and when they alighted 
from their car, a number of 
young men rushed to them with, 
the inquiry as to what kind of 
whisky they wanted. This oc-.- 
curred about 9 o’clock at night 
and was on the sidewalk and 
open to public view and we are 
informed conditions similar to 
this have been existing in differ- 
ent parts of the city for a long 
period of time. 

Lack of Diligence. 

We believe that these condi- 
tions are due to the lack of dil- 
igence upon the part of the po- 
lice and detective departmen s 
of the city of Atlanta. We be- 
lieve that the operations of an 
organized band of gamblers and 
confidence men which operated 
in the city of Atlanta for a pe- 
riod of from two to three years, 
was also due to the lack of dili- 
gence, in the majority of in- 
stances, upon the part of the po- 
lice and detective departments 

We have soughr t: 
sofar as possiole, the individuals 
who are responsible for the ex-. 
istence of these conditions here- 
in named; and we believe that it 
is to the best interest: of the 
police and detective departments 
that they be aken away and 
these departments pruned up and 
the bad and faulty branches cut 
away, and that when this is 
done, the remaining parts of 
these departments will flourjsh 
and results will be obtained. 

We are filing herewith, a 
transcript of the evidence deliv- 
ered in this investigation which 
we ask to be filed with this re- 
port. 

Having completed the work 
which we were appointed to per- 
form, we ask that we, your com- 
mittee, be discharged.

MINORITY REPORT | 


The following is the minority re- 
port of the committee submitted by 
Councilman J. Allen Couch, the fifth 
member of the investigating com- 
mittee: 

To the Honorable Mayor and 
Council of the City of At- 
lanta: 

I, the undersigned, J. Allen 
Couch, a member of the special 
committee appointed to investi- 
gate the police and detective 
d4partments, submit herewith. 
my minority report. : 

I regret that I am unable to* 
give indorsement to the majori- 
tv report of the committee, be- 
cause during the seven weeks 
of our association, I was deep- 
ly impressed with the honest 
efforts of my association to ar- 
rive at a just conclusion, and I 
am sure that they are follow- 
ing the dictations of their con- 
science which is their right and 
privilege, and I claim the same 
right for myself. 

Much of the testimony before 
your committee was given by 
men of notorious character the 
men have been arrested and 
convicted of murderous crimes. 
Their hearts were filled with 
venom against the officers 
whose duty it is to arrest and 
prosecute them, and if men are 
to be deprived of their integri- 
ty and position on the testi- 
mony of such witnesses, honor- 
able people will be deprived of 
the protection to which they are 
entitled, because officers in‘the 
future will hesitate to prosecute 
for fear of being attacked by 
criminals who will swear to any 
falsehood to bring about their 
discharge. 


Public Prejudiced. 


The public mind to a great 
extent has been prejudiced by 
this testimony, for the reason 
that the real character of many 
of these witnesses are not pub- 
lished. 

Claims have been made that 
enormous sums of money have 
been lost to confidence men in 
Atlanta. These claims were not 
proven entirely. It has also 
been stated that these condi- 
tions existed for a period of 
four years. 

Robberies by confidence men 
took place at intervals during 
such time, but their operations 
so far as the testimony before 
the committee showed  occa- 
sional and not continuous oper- 
ations. 

It appears to me unfair to 
brand men as incompetent an@ 
dishonest on the testimony of per- 
sons whose word would not be 
taken by any member of this 
general council in-a business 
transaction of any kind, and 
for these reasons, I desire to 
submit the following general 
recommendations: 


Couch Recommendations. 


I recommend to the’ general 
assembly, that a law be passed 
abolishing the fee system and 
putting all county officers on a 
salary. 

Further, that the reward sys- 
tem permitting arresting offi- 
cers to receive rewards, be 
abolished, and that the rewards 
be paid into the city treasury, 
and that the law permitting of- 
ficers to receive a part of prop- 
erty condemned which is seized 
in the operation of the prohi- 
bition law be amended so that 
the officers can not participate 
in the proceeds thereof. 

I concur in the majority re- 
port that the police board be 
abolished and that the chief of 
police be made chief in fact as

well as in name, and the police 
department be under the police 
committee of council, and when 
a@ vacancy occurs in the chief's 
office, the mayor and general 
council shall elect his succes- 
sor; that all vacancies in the 
police department be filled py 
the police committee of council 
upgn recommendation of the 
chief. 


Favors Assistant Chief. 


That there be only one assist- 
ant chief of police, and that the 
civil service as now applied to 
tne police force, stand as at 
present, and the chief of police 
shall always be selected from 
within the department as wel] 
es all other officers. 

concur in the majorit - 
port to abolish the Satective 
department aS a department, 
and chief of police may detail 
Plainclothesmen in any part at 
any time he may see fit. 

I concur in the Majority re- 
port that a modern system of 
filing records be installed at 
police headquarters. 

It is my opinion that cases 
in police court should be dis- 
posed of by the police judge as 
he sees fit, without sugges- 
tions from any source. 

I recommend that the salary 
of all pelice officers and men, 
from chief down to the last man, 
be increased. 

IT recommend that the station 
lieutenant be the only man to 
assess bonds. 


Specific Recommendations. 


I recommend that Chief of 
Police James L. Beavers be left 
at the head of the department. 
He is an honest Christian, com- 
petent chief of police and is 
capable of holding any other 
office of trust within the gift 
of the people of this state. 

I think he has been handi- 
capped by the board of police 
commissioners, and, of course, 
naturally, there is politics in the 
department, and don't think 
because a man is a policeman. 
that this ought to bar him from 
his citizenship. 

I think he should be per- 


mitted to have his preference 
in politics as well as religion, 
and be permitted to express his 
preference in a legitimate and 
decent way. 

I believe Chief of Detectives 
A. Lamar Poole, is a courageous, 
competent and honest officer. | 
think heis like all men who have 
lived and died. he has made 
some honest mistakes. 


Lieutenant. Shaw. 


I believe Lieutenant T. D. 
Shaw to be honest and compe- 
ent. I believe that he should 
be reprimanded for not getting 
a search warrant and searching 
the whole house at 25 West 
Peachtree street with Messrs. 
Holley and Lamar. 

I believe Lieutenant R. L. 
Waggoner is an honest and com- 
petent efficer. I think he made 
a mistake in adding to the af- 
fidavit he made in the Stros- 
neider case more than the 
Original telegram showed. I 
think he should be reprimanded 
for that. : 

I believe Detective E. L. Ar- 
thur is an honest and competent 
officer, and should not be crit- 
icised for making the affidavit 
in the Strosneider case. 

I believe Detectives Jones and 
Whatley should be reprimanded 
for not staying near the two 
men who called them to the 
Piedmont hotel to arrest Abe 
Powers: that they should have 
stayed with the men until he 
was arrested. 

I think their plan to catch 
the man was good, and that that 
was the only plan ever sug- 
gested by which a bunco man 
was caught. 

In regard to Officer Nick 
Carter, I don’t think the com- 
mittee should comment on that, 
for if any wrong was done in 
reinstating him,the wrong was 
done by the board of police 
commissioners. 


Detective West. 


I think Detective Paul West 
honest and coOmpetent beyond 
any doubt whatever. He is 
diligent in the discharge of his 
duty and there is not one word 
of evidence to the contrary. 


rest. 


As to Detective W. L. Payne, 
the evidence was that he was 
very competent and diligent in 
the discharge of his duty. and 
evidence of graft against De- 
tective Payne was impeached 
beyond any doubt. but there re- 
mains the fact that he made fre- 
qunt deposits of large sums of 
money in the bank, and I don’t 
know how. he received this 
money, but I do know that 
there was not any evidence that 
it was received illegitimately. 

As to the charges against 
Councilman Al H. Martin that 
he bought large quantities of 
whisky, this evidence was im- 
peached and cannot be believed 
under any circumstances. 
believe Mr. Martin to be a 
clean, upright man. and I have 
the utmost confidence in his 
integrity. 

I take this occasion to cal] 
upon the law enforcement agents 
and all Christian, God-fearing. 
law-abiding citizens to join with 
the police departmént as a 
whole in maintaining law and 
order in this great city of ours. 

I want to state it is not a 
pleasure to me to render this 
minority report from my col- 
leagues on this cOmmittee, but 
it is honest and sincere, and I 
feel it my duty to follow the 
dictates of my conscience.

London, June 6.—That the find- 
ings of the American commission 
investigating the [Irish situation 
will have no effect upon the gov- 
ernment’s attitude concerning the 
Irish question was made plain in 
commons by Austen Chamberlain, 
government leader. 

“The tindings of the commission 
do not offer even a shadow of 
ground as to why Great Britain 
should change her policy in Ire- 
land,” he declared. 

The British goyernment, he said, 
had been invited? to submit testi- 
mony to the c@mmission but de- 
clined because the government re- 
fused to recognize the right of citi- 
zens of a foreign state to inquire 
into conditions in any of the do- 
minions of the British empire. 

The government, he added, re- 
fused to enter into any controversy 
and characterized the findings as 
the opinions of extremists couched 
in violent language, attacking the 
Lritish .administration in Ireland. 

The immediate sending of addi- 
tional troops to Ireland for the pur- 
pose of maintaining order has been 
decided on, said Mr. Chamberlain. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood, chief sec- 
retary for Ireland, replying to an 
inquiry as to the number of sol- 
diers killed and wounded “in the 
war in Ireland” since January, 1920, 
said that 127 had been killed and 
286 wounded.

County officers state that they 
have secured confessions from sev- 
eral of the negroes held in jail 
that Fate Chapman, the negro ring- 
leader who was wounded in the 
fight, plotted with them to barri- 
cade themselves in his house, lo- 
cated in the negro section of By- 
romville, in an effort to trap po- 
liceman Cunningham, shoot 
down and then snoot up the town. 

All of the negroes will face the 
charge of killing L. C. Davis, Jr., 
of Summerville, N. J., a member of 
the deputized posse organized by 
Sheriff Vinson. Davis was Killed 
when he rushed into the house of 
Chapman under fire in an effort- to 
break through the barricade and 
drive the biack out into the open. 
A load of buckshot almost severed 
his right leg and he was brought 
to the Cordele hospital, where he 
died from the wound.

NEW DRIVE OPENS 
ON RAILROAD PAY 


175 Roads Appeal to 
Labor Board in New 
Effort to Reduce the 
Wage Bill. 


Chicago, June 6.—The American 


railroads, dissatisfied with the new 
labor board wage reduction order 
of June 1, stand squarely on their 
request for wage cuts which will 
wipe out t entire $600,000,000 in- 
crease gr@fnted last year, J. W. Hig- 
gins, speaking for the western rail- 
roads, declared before the board to- 
day. 

Extra pay for over-time and uni- 
form wages for the same classes of 
railroad employees over the entire 
country were denounced and their 
abolition demanded by railroad rep- 
resentatives appearing before the 
United States railroad labor board 
today. About 175 roads appeared 
before the board in the second wage 
reduction drive this spring, by which 
the roads are attemyting to cut their 
labor bill. : 

Over the objection of W. S. Car- 
ter, head of the enginemen and fire- 
men, John G. Walder, representing 
the eastern railroads, asked for sub- 
Stitution of pro rata payment in- 
Stead of time and one-half pays, 
the present rate, for over-time in 
freight and yard service. Mr. Car- 
ter declared such a proposition was 
a matter of rules rather than wages 
and had no place jin the present 
hearing. Mr. Walbver, however, in- 
sisted that time and one-half was 
“injJected into the wage schedules 
as @ pay increase measure,” and the 
railroads felt that it should have 
attention now. 

“The Standardization of wages for 
all classes of railroad employees 
which disregards local conditions is 
a s€rious violation of economic 
laws,”’ Mr. Walber continued, “Con- 
tinuation of such a policy would be 
in violation of the transportation 
act. In -any circumstances, the 
largest area to be considered by 
the labor board in determining wage 
scales Should be the rate regions as 
established by the interstate com- 
merce commission.” 

Mr. Walber declared that chang: 
ing costs of living and wage scales 
would soon requlre still. further re- 
ductions in wages. 


Unions to Vote. 


Members of the six railroad shop 
crafts unions will vote during the 
next thirty days on acceptance or 
rejection of the new wage schedule, 
efiective July 1, recently ordered by 
the United States railroad labor 
board. Letters are being sent out 
this week, requesting the member- 
ship’s opinion on the wage reduc- 
tion, according to B. M. Jewell, 
president of the railway employees’ 
department of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. 

A canva of the members of the 
Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way 
Employees and Railroad Shop 
Workers has already begun, it 
Was announced today by J. F. 
Smock, vice president of the organ- 
ization. The decision will be made 
known‘at a meeting of railroad la- 
bor heads here later in the month. 

The big four brotherhoods will 
take no action on the reduction un- 
til after a conference of brother- 
hood heads here July 1, L. E. Shep- 
sard, president of the Order of 
Railway Conductors, said today. 


ROAD OFFIGLS PLAN 
CONFERENCES ON PAY 


Macon, Ga, June 6.—(Special.) 
Officials of the railroads entering 
Macon are getting ready for wage 
conferences with \their employees, 
the frist of which will begin to- 
morrow morning in the general of- 
fices of the Macon, Dublin and Sa- 
vannah railroad, é 

W. L. Sedden, general manager of 
that road, arrived here today and 
informed genéral ecnairmen of the 
different crafts represented on his 
road that he ig ready to Open ne- 
gotiations for a new seale. The 
men are said to have expressed a 
desire to negotiate a new scale 
through their general chairmen. 

The Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
road is not one of the 104 railroads 
named recently by the railroad la- 
bor board, on all of which wage 
cuts have been ordered. 

Conferences between officials of 
other roads and their employees 
will probably be opened shortly. 


URGE TREATMENT 
OF WATERMELONS 
FOR STEM END ROT 


The A., B. & A. railway hag !s- 
Sued a circular requtring that un- 
less watermelons have been treated 
for stem-end rot, the freight 
charges must be prepaid. This re- 
quirement is in the interest of 
economy, the object being to con- 
Serve the melons and to minimize 
claims. 

The process of treatment is Very 
Simple and inexpensive, consisting 
of treating cut stems of the melons 
with a preparation of paste con- 
taining 6 per cent bluestone. This 
formula was prepared by-the bu- 
reau of plant industry, United 
“tates department of agriculture, 
who nave asked the carriers to co- 
operate with them in their efforts 
to stamp out the watermelon dis- 
ease known as the stem-end rot. 

Acreage planted to watermelons 
along the A., . & A. railway in 
south Georgia will, according to 
present indications, be somewhat 
Sreater than. last year, it being 
stated that the territory between 
Douglas and Ideal. which has 
heretofore grown comparatively 
few melons, will plant about 2.000 
acres to melons this year. This is 
expected to more than offset a re- 
duction of acreage of the Thom- 
asville branch.

Peggy, according to investigators, 
is the daughter of Samuel P. Upton, 
a barber, now cutting hair in a lit- 
tle shop, Farmville, Va. 

Her mother and father were di- 
vorced when she was a 6mall girl 
and Peggy today is the central fig- 
ure in an internationally famous di- 
vorce case. She lived most of the 
time with her grandmother until she 
went out into the world and by 
Srace of her appealing beauty con- 
quered the hearts of three million- 
aire husbands. 


Will Seek Histery. 


Peggy’s past has been the subject 
of much speculation as it is known 
that when she takes the witness 
stand here in the action which her 
present husband, J. Stanley Joyce, 
multi-milllonaire Chicago lumber- 
man, is taking against her. His 
attorneys will quiz her carefully re- 
garding her family history. They 
have been making an investigation 
with this object in view. 

The story of Peggy’s early life 
reads like the story of a twentieth 
century Cinderella with fairy god- 
mothers, princes and stepmothers 
thrown in to add spice. 

Peggy was very little when she 
arrived in Farmville with her 
father. Her father and mother were 
already divorced. 

Peggy’s father settled down in a 
modest little home and getarted a 
barber shop, according to informa- 
tion gathered by the investigators. 
Peggy cared for the house. She was 
a pretty slip of a miss with blonde 
hair and blue eyes, a familiar figure 
in the quiet life of a small Virginia 
town. 

Gives Up Peggy. 


Every Sunday found Peggy at the 
Methodist Sunday school. She went 
to the township public school. Then 
her dad fell in love with a Mies 
Bowman, his present wife. He 
agreed before marrying her to give 
up all legal claims to his*‘child. So 
it came about that Peggy, already 
growing into a type of beauty that 
startled Farmville, went to live with 
her grandmother, an old lady named 
Sutton, at the latter’s home in Ber- 
keley, Va. A whole new Iffe began. 
The quaintness and simplicity of 
Farmville left Peggy’s mind as 
Norfolk, of which Berkeley is a 
suburb, became her playground. 

Pegey rarely, if ever, heard from 
her mother, who had gone to live 
in Richmond. One day came word 
that her mother had become. the 
bride of a very young man named 
Hudson, now employed by the 
Seaboard Air Line. i 

About this time, Peggy, with chare 
acteristic restlessness inherited from 
her mother, disappeared. Pretty 
Peggy was next heard from out 
West where she married Everett A. 
Archibald, wealthy Coloradan, in 
Salt Lake City, May 18, 1910.

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TARIFF 1S ASKED 
ON NAVAL STORES 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON.

Washington, June 6.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The turpen- 
tine and rosin producers’ associa- 
tion petitioned congress today for a 
25 per cent ad valorem import tariff 
on naval stores products, The ques- 
tion is of deep interest to the south, 
and particularly to Georgia and 
Florida. The gross value of. the 
products to the south for the 1920-21 
fiscal year was around $70,000,000. 
This country is the largest pro- 
ducer of naval stores in the world. 
Up to about three. years ago the 
United States produced approxi- 
mately 85 per cent of the total pro- 
duction. The average production 
for this country for the period 
1907-1914 was 670,000 casks (50 gal- 
lons each) of turpentine and 2,233,- 
000 barrels (500 pounds each) of 
rosin with a maximum of 750,000 
casks of spirits and 2,500,000 barreis 
of rosin in 1908-1909 (season April 
l-March 31). The remaining 15 
per cent of the production was 
made chiefly in France with small 
amounts in Spain, India and Greece. 
Today a fair estimate would give 
this country 62 per cent of the en- 
tire production. The remaining 
38 per cent is produced chiefly by 
France (with her production in- 
creasing rapidly), Spain, India, Por- 
tugal, Greece, Egypt, Mexico, Japan 
and China. The production of 
France has increased by over 200 
per cent in the last four years, be- 
ing the last year approximately 
250,000,000 casks of spirits and its 
accompanying rosin. Spain is pro- 
ducing approximately 41,000 barrels 
of turpentine. Both of these.coun- 
tries are working their pine timber 
along different lines from that pos- 
sible in this country and this, to- 
gether with much cheaper labor. 
permits them to produce and sell at 
a price which would not permit the 
American producer to operate, it is 
claimed.

‘CATHOLIC BISHOP 
GIVES OUT LETTER 
AGAINST DIVORCE 


Bishop Benjamin J. Keiley, of 
Savannah, in a pastoral letter which 


was read in aH the Catholic 
churches Sunday morning, de- 
nounced very emphatically the en- 
trance of women into politics, the 
growth of divorce and the tendency 
among society people to discuss 
with eagerness, birth control and 
“feminism.” 

“Let me give a few official sta- 
tistics on the subjecce. wuring the 
past 20 years, in the United States, 
3,367,000 persons were divorced. 
Owing to divorce, 1,183,000 mar- 
riages were destroyed; 1,138,000 
children were involved. Statistics 
show that 40 per cent ofr chil- 
dren in reformatories and other 
public institutions in one. state, 
California, are the offspring of a@- 
voreed parents, and in one state 
the proportion of divorces to mar- 
riazes is 1 to 14. 

“IT put down as another enemy to 
the home, feminism. I have no de- 
sire to obtrude my personal views 
on this question, but speaking as 
a Catholic bishop, I say without 
hesitation that any woman who for 
politics or any other matter neg- 
lects her duties to her home and 
her children is guilty of sin that 
may amount to morta] sin. I have 
been broucht up at a time and un- 
der conditions where I heard little 
of woman’s rights and witnessed 
attention to women’s dutles.” 

On the subject of women in poli- 
tics I will make but two remarks. 
Tf women are impressed with the 
idea that their participation in po- 
litical life will of necessity bring 
a great purification in politicians 
or politics, I think they will be very 
much mistaken. And my second ob- 
servation is that the women of the 
old south seemed to have had not 
the slightest doubt of the will and 
ability of husbands, fathers and 
brothers to protect trem in all their 
rights, no matter of what nature 
they might be. Evidently the wom- 
en of our day do not seem pos- 
sessed of such confidence.”

On this good day I shall discuss 
therefore, the way of entertaining 
somewhat mysterious, but not al- 
together uninteresting subject of 
“stem rot.” 

That is a subject, in its multi- 
Plicity of possibilities, that may be 
applied to everything that has a 
stem, except a stem-winding watch, 
‘ll grant; and yet, my subject to- 
day shall deal specifically with 
watermelons, in a most serious and 
technical way. 

And I am trespassing upon the 
usual run of stuff in this column, 
at this particular time and have, 
because the watermelon season is 
on in full blast in Georgia, and if 
I wait longer the value of this 
very learned discussion, to the wa- 
termelon growers, may be dissipat- 
ed by my all-to-frequent-habit of 
procrastination. 

So here it goes— 

x a e - 

It is easily possible to prevent 
stem-end rot of watermelons in 
transit by treatment at time of 
loading. 

Losses in watermelon shipments 
from Georgia and Florida last year 
were exteremely heavy, according 
to reports received at the Bureau of 
markets through its inspection 
service, By far the greater part 
of the wastage was due to stem- 
end rot, though the disease is sub- 
ject to control by a simple method 
of stem disinfection at loading 
time. Now mark that. 

Properly applied, the treatment 
consists of two  steps—re-cutting 
the stem of the melon at time of 
loading in the car, so that a firm 
green surface may ee obtained; and 
application of a home-made or com- 
mercial disinfectant paste to the 
freshly cut stems. This should con- 
tain 6 per cent bluestone as a fungi- 
cide. Such a paste is now available 
on the market. 

The treatment is not effective 
when melons are loaded with dead 
stems, as the fungicide is of serv- 
ice only when it forms a barrier be- 
tween the freshly-cut surface of a 
healthy green stem and _. infection 
from without. 

As the melons are packed in the 
car, have the stem ends turned out- 
ward, while a second man or boy 
with a sharp knife cuts off a por- 
tion of the stem and with a small 
brush applies a dab of paste to the 
fresh surface. 

One man can accomplish this 
treatment without jnterfering with 
the speed of loading and can keep 
up with two packers. A quart of 
paste, costing only a small amount, 
will be needed for each car. 

- we * oe 

This treatment, first recommended 

in the four southeastern states in 


1919, was fairly well applied in 
Georgia and Florida that season. 

At that time the United States 
Department of agriculture was able 
to maintain agents in the field for 
the purpose of demonstrating the 
correct method of disinfecting the 
stems, and the results of the work 
accomplished were very § satisfact- 
ory. 

Last year, however, owing to lack 
of appropriation, it was not possi- 
ble to keep men in the field for pur- 
poses of instruction and research, 
with the result that progress in 
preventing losses from this disease 
was greatly retarded. 

This year the state colleges of 
agriculture at Athens, Ga. and 
Gainesville, Fla., are prepared _ to 
give advice and assistance to the 
melon growers in the application of 
the stem treatment. 

As a contrast to the many reports 
received last year of cars contain- 


ing wastage amounting in many in- 
stances to as much as 50 and occa- 
sionally 100 per cent of the load, the 
department of agriculture has on file 
a series of reports obtained in 1919 
on cars shipped from stem-end rot 
territory and treated under super- 
Vision of an agent in the field with 
average losses of less than 2 per 
cent. 

During an investigation made last 
August, of conditions at Georgia ship 


ping points with regard to stem-end 
treatment, it was found that, ow- 
ing to the general railroad order re- 
quiring prepayment of freight on uh- 
treated cars, practically all growers 
were making a perfunctory applica- 
tion of the treatment in order that 
the statement “Treated for Stem-End 
Rot” might appear on the bill of 
lading. 

Not a single car, however, was 
found during three days’ shipping 
points inspection in which treatment 
was performed in such a way as to 
prove effective against stem-end rot. 

This study brought to light many 


| 
| 


contributing factors which lead to 
the instructions Sent out by the de- 
partment of agriculture, and also 
printed on the containers in which 
the commercial fungicide is distrib- 
uted, 

For example, not a single car was 
found in which stems were being re- 
cut before treatment. Instances 
were noted where, in direct opposi- 
tion to directions printed on the box. 
commercial paste was being mixed 
with cold water instead of boiling 
water, no effort being made to meas- 
ure the water so as to secure the 
proper percentage of bluestone. 

One case was found where a home- 
made starch paste that contained no 
fungicide whatever was being ap- 
plied, and in another instance a 
farmer was plastering his melons 
with a concentrated bluestone paste 
that served to severely burn the rind. 

It was not unusual to find that 
many melons escaped treatment en- 
tirely. Occasional cars were also 
found that contained melons loaded 
with dead stems. In general the ap- 
plication of the treatment ‘was char- 
acterized by carelessness, numerous 
cars having been found with the en- 
tire end of the melon smeared with 
paste. 

Needless to say, such melons make 
a poor impression at the market. 

* * * a 

Field sanitation is an important 
practice. <All rotting melons should 
be collected at least once a week and 
removed from the fields, after which 
the carts used for hauling should be 
washed with a 2 per cent solution 
of bluestone. 

Melons should be carefully han- 
dled to avoid any possible bruises 
or cutting, especially the slashing of 
fruits that often occurs when cut- 
ting them from the vines. The cut- 
ters must never touch or cut into a 
decayed melon. Knives may. be dis- 
infected with a 2 per cent formalde- 
hyde solution. Melons should be cut 
with as long stems as possible when 
harvested, and they should be load- 
ed within a few hours after cut- 
tine. 

Before landing, the car should be 
thoroughly cleaned and provided 
with bedding of dry straw. The sides 
of the car should be lined with some 
heavy paper, and care should be ta- 
ken to see that the ventilators are 
opened. Attention to details of han- 
dling, loading and treating melons 
will materially reduce losses in tran- 
sit, from stem-end rot, and it is evi- 
dent to any one familiar with condi 
tions at the market that these losses 
must be reduced if the farmer is to 
continue to have a market for his 


produce. 
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Now, what I didn’t know about 
growing and shipping watermelons 
would fill a book. 

I do know, however, that with the 
railroads and the retail profiteers 
grabbing most of the ultimate invest- 
ments in one of the world’s most 


cherished fruits, with the grower 
paying heaviest in money and labor 
and getting less in return for his 
gross investment than even the con- 
sumer, at any eastern market. 


I do know that if I can carry to 
the melon grower of Georgia any 
message that may make his fruit 
carry better in transit; the loss by 
spoilage less; and the sale price at 
the destination of his cons. 
greater— 

I shall have accomplished some 
good.

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HEALTH TALKS

THE SPECIALIST AND THE AN- 
HEDONIAC, 

Anhedonia is that incapacity to 
enjoy life which is characteristic of 
every individual who has not at- 
tained health plus. The particular 
anhedonia we are now discussing is 
spanchnic anhedonia, which is the 
kind that makes the victim of ptosis 
or sagging of abdominal organs so 
glum. 

Now perhaps the worst thing ‘that 
can happen to the spanchnic anhe- 
doniac is to discover that his stom- 
ach is two inches 
or that his colon is away. down in 
his pelvis or that his kidney is 
floating about like a derelict. To 
discover this appalling fact, I mean, 
by means of an X-ray examination 
and then to be left dangling there 
between the threat of an operation 
on the one hand and some dire 
eventuality if operation is rejected 
on the other hand. 

As a matter of solacing truth, a 
great many of us, particularly those 


of us who have the corset and skirt 
wearing habit in the worst way, to 
wit, tight around the abdomen or 
hung from the waist, have floating 
kidney or gastroptosis or sagging 
colon or loose liver and never suf- 
fer anything worse than just anhe- 
donia, just not getting ‘the fullest 
measure of happiness out of life. 

Oh, you ought to read some of 
the enthralling chapters of Sir Ar- 
buthnot Lane on the beautiful train 
of physical, mental and moral 
shortcomings hinging on some such 
visceral displacement or the intes- 
tinal stasis or stagnation and the- 
oretical esystemic poisoning or tox- 
emia that accompanies this stagna- 
tion. You’d enjoy it, provided you 
haven’t ptosis yourself. 

Nowadays there are a lot of in- 
competents breaking into all 
branches of healing. “Among them 
are X-ray specialists or technicians 
who pretent to diagnose disease 
conditions by means of X-ray ob- 
servations or pictures, although 
they are not physicians at all, have 
no proper training in anatomy, phy- 
siology, pathoolgy or diagnosis. 
These ready X-ray experts may un- 
derstand how to manipulate the X- 
ray apparatus perfectly, but when 
they presume to Interpret the ob- 
served conditions or the X-ray pic- 
tures they are going too far, and 
they do much harm to the public. It 
is the sheerest folly for any lay- 
man to go of his own volition to 
any kind of X-ray expert for diag- 
nosis, no matter what the trouble 
may seem to be. Scarcely a day 
passes that some unfortunate vic- 
tim of this absurd modern fad does 
net mail to. me the X-ray films or 
findings, for which he has squan- 
dered good money, as though [I 
could or would rely upon any such 
frail evidence in arriving at an 
opinion or a diagnosis. The X-ray 
examination is part and parcel of 
the medical examination, in some 
cases, and should we carried out, if 
at all, only by special direction of 
the patient’s physician and for the 
particular purpose the physician 
has in mind. Nothing is more fruit- 
less or extravagant than a general 
or blanket X-ray examination with- 
out definite object. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 


Wasting Good Disinfectants. 

I am a telephone operator in a 
small office where there are only 
five of us day girls. One of the 
girls, we think, has that dreaded 
disease, tuberculosis. At least it 
runs in her family, and she has a 
terrible breath. Although we each 
have our own transmitters, and we 
use .disinfectants in the room all 
the time, woutd there be any use 
of being afraid to work beside her, 
and could we girls contract T. B. in 
that way? (A. B. E.) 

ANSWER—Infection with tuber- 
culosis usually occurs through pro- 
longed intimate personal contact 
with one who has lung tuberculo- 
sis, as in working at the same 
bench, table or desk, chumming 
with, or living as a roommate or as 
the married partner of one who has 
tuberculosis. 

How or why you use disinfectants 
in the room all the time or at any 
time, is beyond my comprehension. 
Certainly that would offer no pro- 
tection whatever, and it would be 
an extravagance unwarranted. 

It 1s immaterial whether any one 
clse in the girl’s family has or has 
had tuberculosis. Tuberculosis runs 
in families no more and no less 
than pneumonia, diphtheria or ty- 
phoid fever does. 

The girl’s foul preath is no indi- 
cation that she has tuberculosis, 

So far as your letter shows, wou 
have no more reason to fear work- 
ing with the girl than she has to 
fear working in your office. But 
even in a small central office some 
sort of periodical medical inspec- 
tion or health department investi- 
gation of the health 
ployees ought to be provided, 

Dodging the Draft. 

Kindly tell me, when a window is 
open, whether the fresh air comes 
in through the top and the bad air 
goes out through the bottom, or 
vice versa. (E. M. E.) . 

ANSWER — Theoretically the 
‘arm inside air rises toward the 
ceiling and so passes out through 
the higher opening, and the cooler 
outside air enters through the lower 
opening to take its place. This is 
the nice, lady-like arrangement 
made and provided by old fossils 
who pin their safety to the win- 
dow-board. Practically. more or 
less foul warm air leaves both at 
the top and at the bottom; and more 
or less cool outside fresh air en- 
ters through both apertures. What 
odds does it make, anyway, as long 
as the window is kept open?

Says Forecaster 


Precipitation in May .and 
June Far Below Normal, 
States Von Herrmann. 


With rainfall for the present year 
showing a heavy decrease under the 
normal precipitation, and with sev- 
eral weeke having passed without 
the slightest summer showers, C. F. 
von Hermann, local weather fore- 
caster, Monday expressed the opin- 
ion that there is still an indefinite 
period of aridity in store for this 
section. 

Mr. von Herrmann’s forecast was 
substantiated by reports from the 
federal weather bureau in Washing- 
ton in Monday night dispatches. 

“There are no present indications 
pointing to immediate rains,” stated 
C. F. von Herrman, in charge of the 
U. S. weather bureau, Atlanta, when 
interviewed Monday, “or at least 


there ig little probability of show- 
ere touching Atlanta during the 
Current week. 


OurWeather Man 


“riowever, I don’t see why the 
present spell should be regarded With 
any great degree of apprehension. 
It hasn’t lasted long enough yet to 
Cause any damage to staple crops, 
though gardens and truck stuff have 
likely felt some bad effects. 

‘The drouth is being especially 
felt north of Macon, places south of 
there have not suffered so much as 
along the coast. The southern part 
of the state is, after all, in much 
better shape for moisture than the 
northern half, except in Decatur and 
Tarly counties, and along the Chat- 
tahoochee and Flint rivers. While 
showers «in the south have not been 
infrequent during the present spell 
they have been, nevertheless, scat- 
tered. 

“In May, 1920, the total of precipi- 
tation was 4.58, which was 1.49 
above the average; in May, 1921, the 
precipitation was 1.75, or 1.34 below 
normal. The total amount of pre- 
cipitation for the first 6 days in June 
Of the year 1920, was 1.55, or .74 
above normal; during the same 
amount of time, six days, during 
June of this year, there has been 
no precipitation whatever, whereas 
& mean average is around .86. The 
estimated normal precipitation. for 
the entire month of May ig 3.09 and 
June, 3.88. The May daily average 
ig .12 to .14. The same ig practically 
true of June. 


Best Crops in Dry Season. 


“It is singular but true that the 
best crops are grown during a dry 
Season and not during a wet one. 
The reason for this is that during 
a dry season the roots undergo an 
unusual development underground 
in their search for moisture, while 
that part of the plant above the sur- 
face Of the soil develops with ex- 
treme slowness. But when ‘the rain 
does come, the upper parts of the 
Plant grow intensively and well. 

wi previous Mays, there have been 
six dry periods lasting 15 to 20 days. 
During the month of June, there are 
recorded four similar periods. The 
longest spring drouth recorded in 
Georgia was that of 20 days, from 
May 19 to June 7, 1879. Others were 
as follows: 18 days, May 15-June 
1, 1897; and April 24-May 11, 1901; 
17 days, May 8 24, 1906: 15 days, 
May 6-20, 1896 and May 7-21, 1898. 

“But getting back to the subject 
of Georgia crops, it hasn’t been dry 
long enough yet to hurt any of the 
important ones. However, hain 
would of course prove beneficial. But 
cotton could stand at least three 
weeks more of this dryness. I doubt 
if corn would bear up very well af- 
ter another week without rain. To- 
bacco, sweet. potatoes, peanuts, etc.,

Washington, June 6—An estate 
tax is an “allowable deduction” from 
the income of an estate in comput- 
ing net income, the supreme court 
ruled today. The court affirmed a 
decision of the court of claims in 
the case brought by executors of 
the Alan H. Woodward estate, in 
Alabama, which held that the gov- 
ernment erred in refusing to ap- 
prove such a deduction from that 
estate’s income for 1918. 

From the standpoint of money tn- 
volved, the case was one of the most 
important decided by the court dur- 
ing the current term. The Wood- 
ward estate alone was assessed 
$165,000 additional taxes as a result 
of the internal revenue bureau's 
ruling. 

Western Union Upheld. 

Contentions of the Western Union 
Telegraph company that it cannot 
be held Hable for damages caused 
through errors in transmitting mes- 
sages while its lines were under 
government control, were upheld to- 
day by the supreme court. A deci- 
sion of South Carolina courts, 
awarding damages to S. B. Poston, a 
cotton dealer, on this ground, was 


reversed. 
Assessments Invalid. 


Assessments levied by road im- 


provement district No. 6, Little River 
county, Arkansas, against the Tex- 
arkana and Fort Smith railway are 
invalid, the supreme court ruled to- 
day. The Kansas City Southern 
railway, which controlled the line 
being taxed. appealed from the as- 
sessment on the ground that they 
were inequitable as compared with 
taxes in other property. This con- 
tention was upheld today. 

Railroad Liable. 

The supreme court refused today 
to review decisions of: New York 
courts holding the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad company liable for dam-° 
ages resulting to certain freight 
shipments in the “Black Tom” explo- 
sion on July 29-30, 1916. 

Suits aggregating $10,000,000 have 
been filed or are pending as a re- 
sult of the disaster, when cars car- 
rying barges loaded with munitions 
exploded, bombarding New York city 
and adjacent communities. 

Not Monopoly. 

On motion of . Solicitor-General — 
Frierson, the supreme court today 
dismissed the government's appeal 
from lower courts decrees holding 
that the American Can company did 
not constitute a monopoly under the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

The court adjourned today until 


October 19.

With appropriate exercises 
Connally memorial tablet was 
veiled Sunday afternoon in the 
beautiful reception room at the 
Georgia Baptist Hospital Nurses’ 
home. The room was made possible 
by Mr. and Mrs. E. L Connally. 
parents of Captain Joseph Brown 
Connally, who met his death as a 
result of being gassed while serv- 
ing his country overseas in the 
world war, and the tablet was un- 
veiled as a tribute to his memory. 

Dr. Henry Alfred Porter, pastor 
of Second Baptist church, delivered 
the address of the occasion. “We 
cannot immortalize Captain Con- 
nally,” he declared, “for he has im- 
mortalized himself.” 

Only the trustees and nurses of 
the hospital, friends and relatives 
of the Connally family, and mem- 
bers of the American Legion were 
invited. The simple exercises told 
of the universal esteem in which 
Captain Connally was held by hosts 
of friends. 

There is an open fireplace in the 
center of the room, surmounted by 
a mantel of white marble. To the 
left is a photograph of Captain Con- 
nally in his army uniform ang over- 
seas cap. 

Captain Connete received his com- 
miesion at Camp Gordon, went over- 
seas and after being gassed, was 
returned to the army hospital at 
Fort McPherson, where he died on 
August 26, 1920. 

The inscription on the bronze tab- 
let is as follows. 

“This room dedicated to the mem- 
ory of Captain Joseph Brown Con- 
nally, supply officer of the Three 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth regiment, 
Eighty-Second division. Born in At- 
lanta, December 12, 1875. Gassed in 
the Argonne Forest, France, Octo- 
ber 30, 1918. Died in the U. S. Army 
hospital, Fort McPherson, August 
26, 1920. Blessings on the nurses 
who cared for him and those who 
serve here.”

Hold Important Meeting 


The executive cummittee, Atlanta 
City Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
held an important meeting yester- 
day at the home of the president 
of the federation, Mrs. Albert Thorn- 
ton, Sr., and several matters of im- 
portance were considered. 

Miss Cora Neal, a former Geor- 
gian, who is now an organizer for 
the National Girl Scout movement, 
had been invited to appear before 
the committee, and so forceful was 
her exploitation of the value of this 
movement, that the committee, al- 
ready interested in the ‘achieve- 
ments of the councils in other cities 
and communities, voted indorsement 
of the movement in Atlanta, and 
Sponsorship of a local council. 

Founded by Georgian. 

Miss Neal called attention to the 
fact that, while the founder of the 
Girl Scouts organization in Amer- 
ica, is a Savannah woman, Mrs, 
Lowe, daughter of the late Gen- 
eral W. W. Gordon, and while there 
are 800 girls in Savannah councils, 
the movement has not been pushed 
in other sections of the state until 
recently. 

Mrs. Harding, wife of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, is hon- 
Qrary president, and_ influential 
women all over the country are 
actively at work in the promotion 
of the Girl Scout influence. 

In Georgia, Mrs. A, P. Brantley, 
of Blackshear, vice president of the 
Georgia Federation, !s urging the 
co-operation of Georgia mothers in 
the growth of the work. 

Another matter of serious dis- 
cussion was censorship of moving 
Pictures, and while there was no 
occasion for direct action at. this 
meeting. the consensus of opinion 
was against state censorship. 

The committee is firmly  per- 
suaded of the necessity of censor- 
ship, but believes that a national 
censorship would be more effective 


and mére fair to all interested, pro- 
ducers as well as public. 


Good Roads in Georgia. 
The committee heard with inter- 
est the talk by Mr. Johnson, an 
engineer of the state highway 


board, on what has been done and 
what is being done in the build- 
ing of good roads in Georgia. Fifty- 
two projects have been completed 
in thirty-six counties, he stated, 
at an expenditure wz more than 
three million dollarsg 161 projects 
are under way in 11 counties, 
which will cost fourteen million 
dollars, and plans are on foot for 
seventy-eight projects in  fifty- 
three counties, these to cost more 
than two million dollars, e whole 
expenses of more than nineteen mil- 
lion dollars to be provided for in 
combined federal and state funds. 

The proposal by Mr. Johnson that 
the proposed bridges be made me- 
morial bridges and named for Geor- 
gians who lost the:r lives in the 
world war was warmly received by 
the committee. The federated club 
women are intensely interested in 
good roads work, and the city fed- 
eration president. Mrs, Thornton, is 
national president of the woman's 
board, Bankhead highway. 

Mrs. Thornton, who is a member 
of the committee for Georgia, 
Southern Forestry congress to be 
held in Atlanta July 22, called the 
attention of the committee to that 
event, and urged their attendance 
and interest. 

At this congress, she said, it will 
be brought home to Georgians how 
necessary to the welfare of the 
state is scientific forestry protec- 
tion. Georgia’s material prosperity, 
her naval stores, her hardwoods, 
her agricultural interests, her 
health, are all alike threatened by 
the wanton destruction and neglect 
of her forests.

SENATE DEBATE 
ON ARMY SIZE 
DEVELOPS HEAT 


Washington, June 6.—Inaugura- 

tion of senate consideration of the 
$355,000,000 army appropriation bill 
today brought from senators advo- 
cating economy a hot attack on the 
committee recommendation for 4 
minimum army for the next fiscal 
year of 170,000 men. 
Economy advocates, led by Sena- 
tor Lenroot, republican, Wisconsin, 
and Hitchcock, Nebraska, and King, 
Utah, democrats, criticised the per- 
sonnel provision and indicated their 
intention to wage a bitter fight to 
reduce it. Senator Borah announced 
he would move to limit the army to 
150,000 men, “not because that fig- 
ure represents my view, but because 
I am convinced that is the lowest 
obtainable under the circum- 
stances.” Senator King, however, 
declared he would seek to obtain a 
reduction to 100,000. 
The agreement for a minimum 
army of 170,000 as compared with 
the house provision for an average 
army of 150,000 men was also 
strongly supported during debate. 
Chairman Wadsworth, of the mili- 
tary affairs committee, in a state- 
ment preliminary to actual taking 
up of the bill, told the senate that 
the recommendation represented the 
absolute minimum considered safe 
by Secretary Weeks and the war 
department. 


THOMPSON FORCES 
LOSE IN CHICAGO 
JUDICIAL ELECTION 


Chicago, June 6.—Chicago’s judi- 
cial elections climaxing one of the 
bitterest political fights in years, 
has ended with the complete defeat 
of the forces of Mayor William Hale 
Thompson, according’ to returns 
from 1,004 out of 2,491 precincts late 


Monday night. 

Mayor Thompson and the city hall 
organization entered a complete 
slate of judicial candidates for the 
circuit bench against sitting 
judges. 

This slate was opposed by the 
Chicago Bar association and by a 
number of newspapers, including 
the powerful Chicago Tribune. It 
was charged that Thompson was 
attempting to control the bench, in 
addition to his complete control of 
Chicago and Cook county. 
Returns from 1,004 out of 2,491 
precincts gave the coalition candi- 
dates a lead of approximately 30,- 
000 for all the twenty sitting judges 
and the election is claimed by 40,- 
000 majority.

Ray {is forewoman, will hear this 
case Tuesday, when the mother, 
who abandoned her baby, is ex- 
pected to be well enough to 
testify.

Champ Not Too Fat, Says Edgren, 
After Seeing Dempsey Training 


Famous Authority Gives 
Impressions Made While 
a Visitor to Jack’s Fight 
Quarters. 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 


Atlantic City, June 6. After 
watching enough of Dempsey’s work 
to form a reliable opinion of his 
fighting condition, I'll say that he 
in far better today than when he 
fought Brennan. The pasty color 
of his face has gone. He is brown, 
sunburned, healthy,’ rugged in ap- 
pearance. 

Dempsey isn’t as fast as he was 
in the ring at Toledo, but he has 
all the speed he should have be- 
fore the final dryin out. He is 
exactly as he should be a month 
before a bout. He has a little weight 
all over, but no fat bunches in 
any one place. In fact he is not 
fat at all. He simply has the well 
distributed extra flesh he'll need to 
work on to be right on July 2. I 
see no reason why ne should not be 
as fast and as fit a month from 
now as he was when battling for 
the championship. 

In Sunday's boxing Dempsey be- 
gan shifting "about more and his 
brother, Bernard, grinningly' said 
“the boy’s there when Jack begins 
that shifting and _ ghifting and 
punching from all sides. He is feel- 
ing fine. Dempsey has an active 
mind and he finds it hard to fill 
the time not used in actual train- 
ing. His quarters at Atlantic City 
are ideal. He has a well-furnished 
house located on the old flying 
field. His staff lives in another 
house next door. There are no 
more houses in the enclosures a 
great level plain about a mile long 
with the water on one side and a 
high board fence on the other side 
ensuring privacy.’ The only thing 
that bothers Dempsey is meeting 
e«rowds of visitors. He slips away 
whenever he cem possibly do 80. 


Same Questions. 

“They ask me the same old ques- 
tions over and over,” Jack told me. 
“And some ask the most foolish 
things. I get tired of answering 
them.” 

In the house Jack has a complete 
wireless outfit pur up py the own- 
er. One of his chief pleasures is to 
sit with the receivers over his ears 
and “listen in” trying to guess from 
the strength of, the clicks the dis- 
tance from whi the message come. 
He has a library of several] hun- 
dred books. Jack isn't what you 
call a tireless reader, but he likes 
western stokies. When not doing 
anything else he plays pinochle with 
visiting friends and he is a light- 
ning calculator at counting up his 
points, 

Dempsey has not been in swWim- 
ming yet. He thinks the cold water 
may weaken him, although he is an 
expert swimmer and always ready 
for a race or a diving contest when 
not in strict training. 

“You're pretty careful—do you 
think you have to be so careful 
for this fight?” I asked him. Demp- 
sey grined. “The time you arent 
eareful, is the time you get socked, 
he said. 

Jack is back in the swing of rough 
training—the only kind he likes. 
When he started again last Sat- 
urday after' a few days of rest, he 
took iteasy. He boxed two rounds 
each with Martin Burke, of New 
Orleans; Jack Renault, of Canada, 
and Larry Williams. He _ was very 
gentle with Burke. and Burke was 
gentle in. return, barely touching 
Jack with the ends of his gloves. 
The Saturday workout with 
Renault was a little harder. but 
nothing cyclonic at that, and the 
champion only massaged Wil- 
liams with his gloves. But Sunday 
there was a startling change. Demp- 
gey came Out with the usual plaster 
over his left eye, and Burke \v.as 
similarly decorated. This was for de- 
fensive purposes, as neither was on 
the wounded list.

Dempsey did no ——- today. 
Jack Kearns thought it better to 
give the slight cut over the eye a 
chance to heal. He may not box 
for two days. The routine work 
isn’t as interesting as the boxing, 
but that eye has to be-all right 
when he meets the Frenchman. In 
his present condition, Dempsey has 
plenty of time to get into fighting 
trim even if he does hang up the 
gloves for a day or two. He has a 
soft spot over that left eyebrow—a 
spot that has been cut many times, 
and that opens too easily. It is 
Dempsey’s heel of Achilles—except 
that the apparent injury produced 
by a blow or a bump there has no 
effect at all except to make him 
fight a little harder because he 
sees red. 

Dempsey has a protruding brow 
which protects the eyes beneath 
from injury, but is likely to expose 
him to a superficial cut that looks 
bad. The first time I saw this in- 
jury in Dempsey’s case was in the 
training camp at Toledo weeks be- 
fore the Willard fight, when 
Jamaica Kid landed a slashing 
swing. If Carpentier is taking any 
encouragement ‘out of Dempsey’s 
damaged lamp, let him remember 
what happened to Willard.:

SUGGESTS RELIEF 
PLANS FOR GOTTON 


Columbia, S. C., June 6.—(Spe- 
cial)—J. S. Wannamaker, president 
of the American Cotton association, 
on his return today from the con- 
ference of various lines of cotton 


industry, recently held in New York 
City, gave out the following inter- 
view: 

“In compliance with the resolu- 
tion unanimously passed by the con- 
ference in New York asking the 
federal reserve banking system to 
Grant more liberal extensions of 
credits and a rediscount rate of not 
exceeding 5 per cent on commercial 
and agricultural] papers and renew- 
als of loans on agricultural prod- 
ucts, including cotton, until the ex- 
port markets can be opened up for 
same, this request has been laid be-., 
fore the president, the national of- 
ficials, and congress. 

“In addition to this I have laid 
before the national officials and 
our law-making body a request that 
the funds now on deposit with the 
United States treasurer, which ac- 
cumulated through the sale of cot- 
ton seized by the United States gov- 
ernment from planters and from 
business men in the south during 
the war between the states, be util- 
ized as a revolving fund for the pur- 
chase of cotton until the markets 
can be opened for same. 

Alien Property Fuand. 

“It has also been urged that the 
2lien property fund on deposit with 
the treasury department, seized 
during the world war, be loaned to 
be used for the purchase of cotton 
in connection with the fund from 
cotton seized during the war be- 
tween the states. It has been point- 
ed out that unless relief is speed- 
ily extended the loss of two billions 
of dollars to the cotton producers 
of the south, which is a net loss 
based upon the actual cost of the 
1920 cotton crop, will seriously af- 
rect not only the agricultura] and 
business life of the south, but the 
financial and business life of the 
entire nation. 

ae English government in ad- 
dition to guaranteeing 75 per cent 
of the exports since 1914 has been 
using all means for encouraging ex- 
ports, opening up foreign markets 
and building up foreign trade, and 
has been purchasing Egvptian cot- 
ton direct, which action has result- 
ed in bringing great relief to the 
Fevptian cotton growers, the Eng- 
lish government having announced 
the policy of continuing to make 
these purchases until cotton reaches 
the price of the cost of Production. 
In addition to this, the English gov- 
ernment is granting loans of 80 per 
eent of the value of the cotton and 
's extending liberal loans to Eeyp- 
tian cotton growers.

“When these facts are established 
and when exports become opened 
up, the question of sufficient sup- 
plies of raw cotton will be of Se- 
rious concern. 

“Investigation brings to light the 
fact that American mills, particu- 
larly in the north, have only from 
10 to 20 per cent of the supply of 
raw cotton on hand that they had 
on hand at the same time last year. 
In addition to this, the amount of 
raw cotton with forefikn mills’ t# 
startlingly short. As an illustra- 
tion, the Dominion Textile company 
of Montreal, Canada, which Jast 
year had $4,497,000 worth of cotton 
on hand, has cut its stock down to 
$357,000. Finished cotton goods, in 
like manner, have been startlingly 
reduced from the shelves of the te- 
tailer on up as compared with the 
same period of last year:

New York, June 6.—Recent reac- 
tionary movements in the stock mar- 
ket became more pronounced today.

Week-end Gevelopments failed to 
warrant any change in the technica] 
position of professional traders. For- 
eign exchange became acutely weak 
On adverse reports of the British 
industrial situation. 

Railroad tonnage at western term- 
inals fell off. General business at 
principal interior centers evidently 
was disposed to await further read- 
justment of commodity prices, es- 
pecially on foodstuffs. 

Unsettling incidents included an- 
other cut in refined sugars, with 
attendant weakness in those issues; 
a sharp reduction in the Chandler 
Motor dividend and lower domestic 
and export prices for newsprint 
paper. 

The money market was firmer. 
Call loans didnot rise above 
the initial quotation of 7% 
per cent, but local banks found it 


necessary to engage in moderate 
withdrawal of time loans. 

Brokers reported heavy offerings 
of British exchange because of con- 
tinuance of the coal miners’ strike 
and the walkout of Lancashire 
spinners. Demand bills on London 
made an extreme decline to $3.78% 
before the close of the market, rep- 
resenting a loss since last Saturday 
of 6% cents. French, Belgian, Ital- 
ian and Dutch bills were lower by 
20 to almost 50 points, Scandina- 
vian rates showing similar reces- 
sions. 

Bonds followed the trend of the 
stock market. Liberty issues and 
Victory notes recorded variable re- 
cessions, and most foreign flota- 
tions eased. Total sales, par value, 
aggregated $12,550,000. 


Sugar. 


New York, June 6.—The local raw sugar 
market was quiet today and as no trans- 
actions were reported prices were more or 
less nominal. A Cuban statistician cabled 
that’ 60 per cent of the centrals in Cuba 
have finished their grinding, showing a loss 
of only 2.13 per cent from earlier estimates, 
and that if the present percentage contin- 
nes for the balance of the crop, the final 
outturn would be 3,964,521 tons. 
Raw sugar futures were easier earlier 
under renewed liquidation, prompted by the 
unsettled feeling in the spot market and 
more favorable private crop accounts from 
Cuba, with leading positions selling into new 
low ground since pre-war times, but after 
showing declines of 5 to 12 points there 
was a sharp reaction on covering and ac- 
tive trade buying, with final prices un- 
changed to 12 points net higher. July 2.99, 
September 8.02, December 2.80. 
Refined was easier, with four of the lead- 
ing refiners reducing their list prices 5 
points to the basis of 6.25 for fine granu- 
lated. One remained unchanged at 6.30.

due inflation.’’
